WILMINGTON — On Nov. 
11; Veterans Day, the town of 
Wilmington officially be- 
eomes a Purple Heart Com- 
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munity. The Purple Heart is 
a United States military dec- 
oration awarded in the name 
of the President to those 
wounded while serving with 
the U.S. military. It is also 
the nation’s oldest military 
award. The formal announce- 
ment will be a key part of this 
year’s Veterans Day Cere- 
mony to be held on Nov. 11 at 
11 a.m. on the Town Com- 
mon.

WILMINGTON — The Bos- 
ton Metro Hi-Railers Club of 
Wilmington has been located 
in Wilmington at 5 Waltham 
St for the past six years. 

Officials of the club note: 
“We intend to remain in our 
current location, but we have 
had a tax status changed to 
501 ¢3, which allows us to 
raise money through gifts and 
donations that will provide 
the giver with tax deductions 
on their annual tax return. 
Now this doesn't change the 
way we operate events. We 
will still be providing periodic 
Open Houses for families, as 
we currently do. We will still 
be providing opportunities for 
groups like the Bay Scouts, 
periodic run nights and other 
events as before. 

“However, this new tax sta- 
tus will allow us to solicit 
donations from businesses 
and companies and other non 
profits in Wilmington and 
other towns in the area, while 
providing them with a tax 
deduction for these dona- 
tions.”

“Also, we are in the process 
of building mobile display 
that will allow us to reach out 
to other facilities and pro- 
Sram in the area. We would 
hope to be able to bring 


portable layouts to nursing 
homes, elderly centers, 
school events, town events in 
the area, and train events in 
the Boston area. For in- 
stance, we brought a train 
display to the Town of Wel- 
lesley recently. In addition, 
this summer we brought a 
display to Bluemont in Nor- 
thern Virginia. Some people 
have inquired about using the 
layout for parties and get 
togethers, which is some- 
thing that the club will dis- 
cuss soon.” 

Club officials also point to 
the fact they have had great 
newspaper publicity in Rea- 
ding, Wakefield, Woburn, 
Stoneham, Winchester, Bur- 
lington Lynnfield and Wil- 
mington. 

“We have had coverage in 
other towns and a great arti- 
cle in Toy Trains, the nation- 
al magazine for train hobby- 
ists,” they note. “We reach 
about 300,000 readers.

Fred Cain: Milk, it does a campaign good.

Yes, it certainly was an un- 
usual political campaign. 
No, not the presidential 
campaign just concluded. 
I'm* talking about the race 
for<state representative in 
thé 34th Middlesex, District 
in’ 1966. 

“There were no_ insults 
hurled, no charges, no hat- 
red. The most controversial 
aspect of the race between 
Reps+Fred Cain and Atty 
Bob “Gordon of Burlington 
was:milk trucks. 

In that era, the building 
inspector tried to. enforce a 
ban"0n_ political signs as 
part-of the town’s zoning by- 
Taw: People living near busy 
interséctions in town would 
always be asked to put signs 
in. their yards, and other 
people would complain to 
thé-building inspector. 

“The result of the town’s 
ban-on lawn signs was vehic- 
ular signs, signs atop station 
wagons, on the sides of 
trucks‘and on utility trailers. 
Instead of fighting the ban 
on a First Amendment argu- 
ment,” everyone tried to 
dodge-the sign law by using 
pees 


Fred Cain took that tactic 
to the limit. The sixties 
marked the end of the line 
for milk trucks. In 1966, the 
Whiting dairy in Charles- 
town went out of business, 


’ leaving a fleet of milk trucks 


idle. Cain owned an auto 
dealership that had once 
sold International trucks, 


and he may have sold some 
of the trucks originally. The 
trucks, branded as Divco, an 
International Harvester line, 
were distinctive, with a 
rounded nose and flap doors. 

Cain made them even more 
distinctive. The fleet became 
political signs for his re- 
election campaign. They

were so distinctive, in fact, 
that his opponent even men- 
tioned them in a full-page 
campaign ad. 

“J promise you, none of 
this!” the ad read. “No milk 
trucks, garbage scows or 
abandoned vehicles.”

Storm 
Bancroft Castle 


in Groton

hile these cool- 

er fall days 

might tend to 

focus our ener- 

gies indoors 
rather than out, there is no 
mistaking the importance and 
invigoration of a good walk in 
the fresh air. Anyone who has 
kids knows that it is crucial to 
get them outside and running 
around, a task that is increas- 
ingly made more difficult with 
the return of Tom Brady. To 
that end, the lure of the explo- 
ration of a castle was an easy 
sell since castles aren’t so 
readily available to offer as a 
destination in our neck of the 
woods. 

Enter Bancroft Castle in 
Groton. Set upon a hill over- 
looking the grounds of Gibbett 
Hill Angus Farm, the struc- 
ture rises above Route 40, an 
easy ride just off of Route 3. 
Parking is available in a 
grassy lot across the street 
from the remains of the stone 
pillars marking the entrance 
to the property. Purchased by 
the Webber family of Groton, 


~ owners of a local restaurant 


group, the castle and grounds 
are part of a 500 acre conser- 


_ vation area, including a black 
“angus cattle farm, gardens, 


and rolling hills with views of 
Groton and Mount Wachusett. 

According to the Gibbett Hill 
website, the castle was built in

1906 by General William 
Bancroft for his family. 
Bancroft was a Groton native 
who became head of the 
Boston Elevated Railroad and 
Mayor of Cambridge. The cas- 
tle was to be his a retirement 
home, named Shawfieldmont, 
at the crest of Gibbet Hill. 
Originally a modest bungalow, 
he planned to add a castle-like 
mansion but ran out of money. 

After selling the property, it 
sustained several iterations in 
the years that followed, includ- 
ing a sanitarium and a hunt 
club before burning down in 
1932. The property was at risk 
of being developed into 78 
homes when Webber, also a 
tech entrepreneur, bought the 
property in 2000 and put it into 
permanent conservation. The 
castle is extremely popular 
with portrait photographers. 
The views of the castle and of 
the New England landscape 
from the hilltop are exception- 
al. 

The property is also part of 
the Groton Trails Network. 
The Gibbet Hill trail has a 
steep hill to get up to the cas- 
tle and is marked with green 
and white trail markers or 
blazes. This trail system cov- 
ers over 100 miles of trails in 
Groton and is one of the most 
extensive in the state, though 
this piece is fairly short. 

Bring your camera and even 
a picnic and enjoy a few hours 
at Bancroft Castle. Special 
note: there are letterboxes and 
a pokestop at this park.

“T think this is such a great 
way to show respect and ap- 
preciation for the sacrifice 
many men and women make 
to protect us,” she explains. 
James Banda is one of the 
Wilmington's Purple Heart 
Heroes who will be recog- 
nized through this town pro- 
gram. Banda earned his 
Purple Heart when he was 
severely wounded in World 
War II on Oct. 9, 1944. The 
Germans bombed his fox- 
hole. Both his legs were 
badly injured. He spent four 
years in the hospital while 
they rebuilt and rehabbed his 


legs with 1940s medicine and 
technology. He would walk 
with braces the rest of his 
life. One leg has no knee; the 
bones are fused. The other 
has a repaired but still signif- 
icantly impacted lower leg. 
Banda was 20 years old 
when he began his military 
service and very soon after 
completing training, he was 
sent to Europe as part of the 
invasion of Normandy. He 
was an Army Infantry Pri- 
vate with Patton’s 2nd Armor 
Division and a proud mem- 
ber of the “Hell on Wheels” 
unit. “We couldn’t go forward 
until the beach was secured,” 
he explains. He says the men 
who did that mission were 
the real heroes. But as he 
moved with his unit through 
Europe, time would prove he 
was a hero for sure. 
“Running along the tanks to 
protect them, that was my 
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Wilmington becomes Purple Heart 
community on Veterans Day 


job,” he says. When one of 
the tanks was hit, Banda 
remembered that the tanks 
had trap doors on the bot- 
tom. He crawled under the 
tank and through the door to 
pull the crew out of the burn- 
ing armored vehicle. For this 
heroic and lifesaving action, 
he was awarded the Bronze 
Star. Banda certainly de- 
serves the recognition and 
special treatment of the 
Purple Heart Community 
designation and reserved 
parking spaces. 

The parking signs will be in 
place this week preceding 
Veterans Day and the formal 
announcement. Veterans Day 
is celebrated every Novem- 
ber lith, and ceremonies are 
held at 11 a.m. That's be- 
cause Veterans Day marks 
the day when fighting in WWI 
stopped. It was established by 
Congress in 1958 and was first 


called Armistice Day. 

This holiday does not move 
to a Monday for a 3-day 
weekend. Veterans Day is 
always November llth. On 
that day in 1918, fighting in 
WWI, the “war to end all 
wars,” ended with the sign- 
ing of an armistice (a cease 
fire that went into effect the 
eleventh hour of the eleventh 
day of the eleventh month).

By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
IPSWICH - After coming

WILMINGTON - The beau-

In 2013, the 'Cats reached 
the state championship final 
and lost in a shoot-out and 
over the last three seasons 
the team has gone unbeaten 
‘in the regular season but has 
gone 2-3 in the tournament, 
' losing in the sectional semi- 
‘finals in '14 and then in the 
quarterfinal round last year 
and again on Sunday. 

“You never know what's 
going to happen especially in 
the state tournament,” said 
Hendee. “There are teams 
that (get upset). Seedings 
mean very little and records 
don't mean anything. It's 
show up and play and hope 
for the best. We are very dis- 
appointed. 

It's so hard to end it here 
when you have had such a 
great season. Soccer is a 
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very fickle game. Who would 
have thought this summer 
that the Olympic team would 
be out before the medal 
round? It happens at every 
level, all of the time in every 
sport. I'm sure there were a 
bunch of other upsets (on 
Sunday). The Winchester- 
Belmont game was a bit of a 
surprise. It is what it is, but 
it just shows that the 
Middlesex League is very 
tough.” 

Woburn got on the score- 
board first before 
Wilmington came right back 
as senior captain Cece 
Chase tied it up. The score 
remained that way through 
regulation. Senior Jayne 
Wierzbicki - who played 
exceptionally well in this 
game and all season - had 
two long shots that were 
saved, and then in overtime, 
junior forward Olivia 
Wingate had a slight edge on 
a defender who was right on 
her tail, and Wingate's shot 
to the far post just missed 
wide. Besides that, 
Wilmington really didn't 
challenge the Tanners' keep- 
er. 

“We had lots of opportuni- 
ties (to score) and we domi- 
nated play,” said Hendee. 
“We played well, we played 
hard and we're not going to 
take anything away from 
Woburn. They did what they 
had to do, they played us 
tough defensively and they 
didn't allow a lot to happen 
in the (18') yard box. You 
know what you're going to 
get when you play Woburn. 
They are always going to be 
tough, they are always going 
to try to win every 50-50 ball. 
Since we first played them, I 
think they have gotten their 
defense together more and 
they did a real good job shut- 
ting down our attackers.
